SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Bound for Europe - Knast/Apollo One - First Time 
Broken/Untitled is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because throughout the recording there are sexualised views of men being 
tortured, inflicted with extreme violence and cruelty and in one instance being forced to 
perform sexual acts, most often in coercive environments. This portrayal is intended 
to arouse the viewer and therefore is considered to promote and support this 
behaviour. 

The promotion and support of acts of torture, extreme violence and cruelty means that 
the availability of the publication is deemed under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 to be injurious to the public good. This deeming 
provision, in this instance, overrides the rights and freedoms outlined in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 1 .
